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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Amlwch  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Registrar  General's  mid  year  population  estimate  was  as  to 
3,600  (as  compared  with  3,270  for  the  preceding  year)  from  which  it  would 
appear  that  your  population  has  increased  by  330  persons.  Eut  as  was  pointed 
out  earlier,-  this  figure  apparently  relative  to  your  permanent  residential 
population,  must  be  treated  with  circumspection  as  it  cannot  take  into 
account  the  difference  between  permanent  population,  and  those  who  are 
semi-permanent  (or  temporary).  This  latter  group  are  of  some  special 
significance  to  this  Urban  Area  because  they  are  largely,  if  not  entirely, 
associated  with  the  major  constructional  project  being  carried  out,  only 
six  miles  away,  by  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  employing 
several  thousand  workers.  And,  in  fact,  for  example  the  Public  Health 
Inspector,  in  his  Report,-  incorporated  within  this  one,-  refers  to  the 
Maes  Llvyn  Estate  Tenancies. 

Apart  from  this,  more  or  less,  temporary  phase,  one  cannot 
unfortunately  derive  any  reliable  population  - variation  pointer  from  the 
immediately  preceding  years,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  year  i960 
reflected  an  increase  of  60,-  1961  a decrease  of  170;  1962  an  increase  of 
30;  and  1963  no  change.  This  current  population  distortion  must  also  be 
co-related  with  the  fact  that  the  new  arrivals,  being  of  the  "Young  family 
group"  must,  of  necessity  influence  the  Eirth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate. 

This  picture  Amlwch,  of  course,  shares  with  the  neighbouring, 
surrounding  Rural  District.  Of  course,  the  population  numerical  and 
composition  trend  in  any  area  gives  a pointer  to  the  Local  Sanitary,  Local 
Housing  and  Local  Water  Authorities  so  to  how  to  plan  for  the  future  needs 
in  each  sphere,  beaming  in  mind  that  there  must  always  be  a prescribed 
length  of  time  between  the  adoption  of  a policy  and  its  completed  fruition 
(for  example  the  Bull  Bay  Sewerage  Scheme  with  its  financial  and  constructional 
technicalities).  The  vital  statistics  are  quoted  in  this  report  as  a matter 
of  accepted  practice. 

The  current  Birth  Rate  for  this  District  is  27.3  (Anglesey  19.3, 
England  & Wales  18. 0)  The  immediately  preceding  Birth  Rates  have  been  for 
1964;  Amlwch  18.76,  Anglesey  19.2,  England  & Wales  18.4,-  and  for  1963; 

Amlwch  17.70;  Anglesey  18.2,  England  & Wales  18.2. 

The  present  Death  Rate  is  10.2  (Anglesey  12.4,  England  Wales 
11.5.)  The  earlier  Death  Rates  were  for  1964  Amlwch  12. 06;  Anglesey  12.2, 
England  A:  Wales  11.3,  and  for  1963,  Amlwch  11.73,  Anglesey  13.2,  England 
8:  Wales  12.2.  Your  Penny  Rate  productivity  has  increased  from  £526  to 
£545  and  your  Rateable  Value  has  varied  from  £129,277  to  £132,684.  Death 
Causations  showed  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  coronary  group  in  conformity 
with  the  Rational  trend  and  in  addition  fatalities  from  other  forms  of 
Heart  disease  increased  from  3 to  9 but  even  so  were  only  half  the  number 
that  occurcd  in  1963.  The  incidence  of  Cancer  (all  forms)  slightly 
increased  from  4 to  6.  Yet  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

Of  notifiable  Infectious  diseases  there  were  no  epidemics  of 
any  kind  and  in  fact  there,  wore  only  4 isolated  cases  of  measles  amongst 
juveniles.  As  in  the  preceding  year,  tuberculoses  was  notified  only  twice, 
both  respiratory,  and  both  in  patients  of  over  10  years  of  age. 


As  will  be  seen,  from  the  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Amwleh  is  by  no  means  immune  from  that  defilement  and  vandalism  of  its 
public  conveniences  that  has  become  public  practice  elsewhere,  and  about 
which  occasional  summer  time  complaints  are  received  by  myself,  and  very 
possibly  by  the  Min^try  direct,  from  the  complainant,  and  against  which 
the  Gouhcil  can  have  no  antidote 'until  public  behaviour  - attitudes  change. 

The  maintenance  costing  figures  speak  for  themselves.  The  fine  technicalities 
associated  with  the  anticipated  Pull  Bay  sewerage  pumping  scheme  bad  not 
been  finalised  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
sto.hdh^d  of  carcnSe  meat  produced  had  remained  unchanged  and  that  particularly, 
yet  again,  no  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  detected. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  help.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1965. 


iThe  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  annual  report  on  the 
Council's  environmental  health  services  for  the  year  1965. 

HOUSING: 

MAESLLilYN  ESTATE: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  18  houses  were  still  under 
construction  on  this  estate  and  all  were  completed  by  the  end  of  May.  All 
the  houses  were  let  to  employees  at  the  My If a Nuclear  Power  Station. 

MADYN  UIS M: 

The  10  bungalows  at  Madyn  Dysw  in  course  of  erection  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  were  completed  and  occupied,  the  remaining  6 were 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  work  started  on  the  erection  of  three  houses 
at  Brickpool,  four  houses  at  Llaneilian  Road,  and  the  eight  bungalows  at 
Groeslon,  Tanybryn  Road. 

The  completion  of  the  bungalows  at  Madyn  Dysw  was  an  opportunity 
to  re-house  certain  tenants  living  in  unsatisfactory  houses,  but  some  applicants 
were  not  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the  Council's  offer  for  various  reasons. 

Council  houses  that  became  vacant  during  the  year  on  all  estates 
except  Maesllwyn  were  let  on  the  points  scheme. 

The  number  of  private  houses  being  erected  was  on  the  increase, 
the  number  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  12  compared 
with  5 at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  but  only  2 private  houses  were 
completed  during  the  year. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS; 

STANDARD:  Only  one  application  was  received  during  the  .year  from  the  owner 

of  a tenanted  house.  No  grant  was  paid  during  the  year  in  respect  of  work 
completed. 

DISCRETIONARY:  11  applications  were  received  and  the  total  amount  of 
grant  approved  was  £3,740.  One  of  the  applicants  did  not  proceed  with  the 
work. 

The  number  of  applications  for  a grant  was  very  disappointing, 
of  the  11  applications  for  a discertionary  grant  6 were  concerned  with 
properties  on  change  of  occupation.  It  does  appear  that  the  Council 
will  have  to  consider  further  action  under  the  Housing  Act. 

UNFIT  HOUSES  - ACTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  ACTS: 

During  the  year  the  Council  served  notices  under  Section  16, 

Housing  Act  1957  on  the  owners  of  two  properties. 

Reports  were  submitted  on  five  suggested  clearance  areas 
comprising  of  13  houses.  The  Council  agreed  to  declare  four  of  the  areas 
as  Clearance  Areas  and  they  also  resolved  to  deal  with  them  in  a Clearance 
Order.  The  other  area,  part  of  Parys  Lodge  Square,  was  not  included.  It 
was  reported  that  properties  in  Parys  Lodge  Square  not  included  in  the 
original  representations  were  in  a very  bad  state  of  repair  and  the  Council 
were  asked  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  inclusion  of  these  dwellings 
and  other  buildings  in  a clearance  area. 

Confirmation  was  received  during  the  year  of  the  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  made  in  respect  of  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  6 and  7 in  Amlwch  Port. 
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Two  houses  included  in  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished. 


The  number  of  unfit  houses  considered  outstanding  at  the  30th. 
April  1965  was  48,  of  these  12  were  individual  houses. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 

All  figures  under  this  heading  refer  to  the  year  ended  31st. 
March,  1966. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL; 

Weekly  collection  was  maintained  in  most  parts  of  the  district, 
other  properties  such  as  farms  were  visited  on  the  first  Friday  in  each 
month.  During  the  year  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  recruiting  the 
right  type  of  labour.  One  driver  and  three  loaders  were  engaged  on  this 
work,  the  driver  and  one  loader  having  been  employed  by  the  Council  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  work  of  the  other  two  loaders  was  undertaken  by 
seven  different  men  during  the  year.  Under  the  circumstances  it  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  there  were  no  complaints  regarding  this 
service . 


Tipping  continues  on  the  same  site  near  the  Octel  Works.  A 
machine  was  hired  at  intervals  to  level  off  the  tip  and  to  spread  soil. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  to  implement  the  recommendation  of  the 
memorandum  included  in  my  last  report. 

The  question  of  the  disposal  of  old  car  bodies  was  considered  but 
no  action  was  taken.  Unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  find  tipping  space 
at  Parys  Mountain,  although  the  establishment  of  a properly  controlled  tip 
in  that  area  would  more  than  likely  discourage  the  indiscriminate  tipping 
of  cars  in  the  area.

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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES; 


The  Town  and  Port  Conveniences  received  daily  attention.  The 
Town  conveniences  were  left  open  all  night  as  an  experiment.  Vandalism 
occurred  on  various  occassions  but  was  not  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
premises  were  left  open.  Major  repairs  i>rere  carried  out  as  shown  in  the 
costing  figures. 

The  Council  having  failed  to  acquire  the  land  necessary  to 
provide  Conveniences  at  Bull  Bay  decided  to  take  compulsory  powers.  Although 
a public  inquiry  has  since  been  held  in  August  1966  a decision  is  still  being 
awaited.
